Othor states that have from thres
W sixteen times as much money o work
with, and some of which are not so situated
a8 to even hopo Lo roceive anyihing lko the
substantinl benerits from & foe showing of
antural resourcos, will placo Nebraska at a
decided disndvantagoe unloss mora financial
assislanco (8 securad in some maanee,

It must be remombored that asida from the
oxpense of maintalning a state hoadauarters
building with ao ageicpltural and  borticul-
tural exhibiy thorein, thero must ba various
dopartmonts of the oxposition proper whieh
Neliraska, situated as she is, having the one
groat need of furdher development of her
rieh resources, caunot afford to Lo without
goud representuation,
attention 1o the saueationnl, the agricultural,
the hortieultural, the dairy and the manufac-
turing departments pacticularely, sad it would
be a (nsting disgrace to the state not to bo
represonted in o proper way in the work
shown i the womon's bullatae.

The commission hasspout muech timo stuay-
ing how it can possibly cut o largo ion's
cont out of a swull boy's pattern, and has at
last sottied down to tho inevitablo conclusion
that the thing cannot be accomplishod.
